FARM POWER PROBLEM 


It has been said that the amount 
ef Savor required to produce one 
bushel of wheat 75 years ago would 
produce more than 40 bushels to- 
day. This increase’ production has 
been accomplished though the in- 
troduction of labor-sav4ng mpchin- 
ery. 

In the old days the plowing and 
harrowing was done with crude im- 
plements, sowing was done by hand, 
the wheat was cut by hand with a 
cradle, raked ina sheaves, bound 
shocked and stacked by hand, 
threshed by tramping of animals or 
a flail wielded by hand. 

When these primitive methods 
are contrasted with “ic cmploy- 
tment of moddtn power-driven ‘nia- 
chinery the reason for the vastly 
decreased amount of labor required 
at present is readily understood, 

In the performance of those num- 
evous farm duties commonly known 


as “chores,” however, on most 
farms slower advance has_ been 
made, These include sawing wood, 


milking, pumping, water, grinding 
feed, and such household labors as 
washing, ironing, churning,  trim- 
ming and filling lamps and the like. 

Within the last three or four 
years considerable progress has been 
made in lightening these burdens 
through the introduction of elec- 
tricity on the farm, While this 
movement is yet in its infancy, and 
while its general application pre- 
sents many difficult problems, 
there is no doubt that the next de- 
cade will witness the extension of 
rural electric service to a large 
percentage of the farms of the 
countrv, 

Thic subject is now engaging the 
best thought and effort of mana. 
factureres of farm equipment, agri- 
cultural engineers, power com- 
panies and progressive farmers 
themselves, Farmers and farmers’ 
wives are coming to demand more 
of the conveniencec and comforts of 
life, and it appears that the use of 
electrical appliances offers the best 
means for meeting these demands. 
Cooperation among all who can 
assist in solving these problems will 
hasten the day when electricity 
will be available ~4a farmers as it 
nw is to the urban population. No 
movement of the present offers 
greater possibilities for the relief of 
farm drudgery and the improve- 
ment of rural living conditions,

SPRINGTIME 


Already their are many signs of 
approaching spring. 

Spring is the season of reincar- 
nation and radiant life. It is only 
to man that January 1 represents 
the birth of a new year and the cal- 
endar year is an artificial struc- 
ture. With plant life and that of 
the lower animals the coming of 
spring is at once the birth of a new 
year and new life. 

Humanity recognizes and speaks 
of a new yéar as from January 1, 
but nevertheless observes it from the 
first breath of spring. After the 
departure of the drear and stifling 
winter and with the coming of re- 
freshing and magnetic spring there 
is new life and new hope created in 
the breasts of men and women. Spring 
brings great plans and high resolves 
which only winter can demolish or 
deter, 

It is not sufficieny to say that the 
homing instinct is convenient in the 
spring. It is natural and not to 
be gainsaid by man or beast. Spring 
urges the bird to build its nest, the 
animal to burrow into its mother 
earth and man to (plan his home, 
but neither bird, beast nor man knows 
nor asks why. Spring is the one and 
only irresistible force, 


SIXTY PER CENT LOST 


Canada’s forests are going fast, Yet 
how many people in this country be- 
tray any concern? 

As long as Canadians pay no at- 
tention to forest facts, the mischief 


Mm} will go on, 


Sixty per cent. of Canada’s orginal 
forest wealth has been destroyed by 
fire! 

Thirteen per cent. has been cut by 
axe and saw! 

Twenty-seven per cent is left as the 
capital to supply an increasing and 
an insatiable demand for lumber and 
paper and other products! 

Twenty-seven per cent.! In a few 
generations we have reduced our cap- 
ital to 27% of the original. And what 
have we to show for it! We have some 
cleared agriciultural land which once 
was forest, but this in the 
case of the best farming 'regichs 
at least, was chiefly hardwood for- 
est. Our cut-over coniferous forest 
area is largely rough, sandy, rocky 
land of little use except where miner- 
als may have been depbsited. 

Canadians should think over these 
things. “Candian Forest Week” is 
an effort to hav@ them do so, _ It 
means much to the future of this 
country, Unless the remainder of 
forest capital can be protected and 
wisely used, in twenty-five years, at 
the present rate of destruction by 
fire and axe, we will have used up all 
our available timber, 

Forestry experts claim that if fire 
can be kept out, Canada’s forest 
growth each year will provide all the 
timber and pulp wood required, The 
chief problem, however, is not how to 
fight fire, but how to prevent it, Every 
man, woman, and child who goes into 
the woods should know the danger 
and feel the responsiblity, 

Hon Charles Stewart, Minister of 
the Interior, is doing a national work 
in organizing the fight against for- 
est fires. The people of Canada 
could do infinitely more, however, by 
exercising care to prevent them, 


FARM FIRE LOSSES 


In connection with the observ- 
ance of Fire Prevention Week, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Jardine issued 
a Statament urging farmers to give 
greater attention to fire protection, 
not only ,one ‘week, but every week 
in the year. 

He declared that last year fire 
took toll of about 3,500 lives and 
caused loss of property estimated at 
$150,000,000 in rural districts alone.

TRAVELLING HEALTH CLINICS 
PREPARED FOR SEASON 


Itineraries for the two travelling 
health clinics to be sent out this sum- 
mer by the provincial Department of 
Health are now being drawn up. It 
is expected jo fbegih ‘the season's’ 
work at High Prairie on or about 
May 8, with other points in the near- 
north and Peace River district fol- 
lowing. Some 80 centres all over 
the province are on the list for clinics 
this year, which is approximately 
double the number covered last year 
The increased service will be pos- 
sible through the addition of a second 
party to the working force, the in- 
tention being for the two to work 
in close conjunction throughout the 
season, 

The clinics will function this sum- 
mer on the same basis as last year. 
Diagnostic and educational work will 
be stressed, and operations will be 
performed as found necessary among 
the children, cases requiring prolong- 
ed or follow-up treatment being re- 
ferred to the local physicians, Each 
party will comprise a surgeon, den- 
tist and three nurses. Only points 
will be visited from which requests 
have been made by the local school 
boards or municipal authorities.

APRIL 29 | 


THE COST OF DISCIPLESHIP 


Golden Text: “Where thy treasure 
is, there will thy heart be also,”— 
Matthew 6.21. 

Lesson; Mark 10.17-27; 12.41-44. 

Devotional Reading: Isaiah 55.1-5. 


Explanations and Comments 

The Great Refusal, 10.17-22. 
“Good Teacher, what shall I do that 
I may inherit eternal life?” was the 
question which a young aristocrat 
put to Jesus one day, as he ran and 
kneeled down before Him, He realized 
that he had missed the summum bon- 
um, the greatest good, of life, and he 
believed that there were certain good 
things (Matthew 19-16), which he 
could do to win it. 

“Why callest thou Me good?" Jesus; 
questioned in His turn, adding, “None 
is good save one, even God.’ This! 
question seems a challenge to the 
young man who had used the word 
good with as little thought as we do 
When we say "Good morning.” Jesus 
would have him weigh his words and 
see whether he meant what he said. 
The young man was a close student 
of the Law; he came to Jesus as a 
peripatetic pupil seeking. the latest 
knowledge, The maxim of the rabbis, 
“There ts nothing good but the Law” 
—held full sway over his mind. Jesus 
had to fling him out of the groove and 
suggest a goodness higher than the 
goodness of the Law—namely, God's 
goodness, Thou callest Me good--you 
are judging from the point of view 
of the Law--you are saying what you 
would say to any rabbi. I am not 
good in that sense. I am good in a 
better sense, There is none good but 


God; the goodness I have is God's 
goodness, That is what you have to 


learn, To learn it, become My disciple.
